t’s time to shake off the 
heavy yarn and chunky knits. 
You need to get to work on 
your warm weather projects 
because spring is around the corner 
and before you know it you'll be 
basking in ‘splashes of sunshine'. Here 
are a few seasonal trends to help you 
out of knitting in hibernation. 

The next quarter is looking pretty 
hot if the Australian and international 
runways are anything to go by. Sheer, 
short, draped and just plain sexy 
fabrics and styles abound - but don't 
think this limits the scope for knitters. 
On the contrary, there's plenty to keep 
your needles click-clacking. 

Admittedly this is mainly due to the 
happy news that lace and crochet 
have made big statements this season 
from tops, cardigans and camis to 
jackets, leggings, hot pants, tunics 
and dresses. Crocheted and lace 
accessories are also hot items, and 
again anything is possible in bags, 
jewellery, shoes and stockings. Chanel 
has even brought out a pair of lace 
sunnies, but we've haven't worked out 
how to crochet those yet. 

The 'underwear for outerwear' look 
has also made a comeback as have 
playsuits and bodysuits. No need to 
dust off your lacy brassiere however, 
we're not talking 1 980s Madonna 



despite the strong influence the 
eighties is having on fashion right 
now. What we're talking about is sheer 
fabric, lightweight yarns and the layer 
upon layer trend that has continued on 
from autumn and winter. 

Tony Milich, Managing Director of 
Sonny Knitwear who has fashion labels 
Sabatini and Sabatini White, explained 
to us how they incorporated this 
season's trends into their collections. 

“One of the key trends we have 
picked up on is using new types of 
yarns to compliment the silhouette 
trends of the season. In particular, 
yarns with tonal variation and 
iridescent shine which add interest 
to soft and feminine shapes. We see 
this trend following through for future 
seasons not only in summer, but also 
winter. We noticed a neutral colour 
palette highlighted with tones of 
pink and soft, flowing, and feminine 
silhouettes for summer.” 

“We have followed through in our 
collections by combining beautiful 
lightweight yarns and silhouettes to 
give a floating perspective to our 
garments. We have used neutral and 
pastel coloured yarns with soft sheen 
and a lot of fluid shapes with lacy knits. 
In Sabatini White we have exenterated 
these trends with ruffles, frills and 
extreme lengths of mini or maxi,” 





The humble sock is also going to 
great lengths this season with knee 
high and thigh high socks making 
the return to cooi. And whiie we 
know it’s not a fashion or a knitting 
project for everyone, we feel out 
of pure respect for socks they 
are worthy of mention. The knee 
high dates back to the Roman era, 
and was a hot fashion item in the 
twenties and the sixties. For 2010, 
puii your socks up as high as you 
can; iayer them over stockings or 
pull them over another pair of full 
length socks. 

Scarlet Hill, Fashion Manager for 
Australian Wool Innovation Limited 
(AWI), has knee highs pegged as the 
fashionable favourite. 

“I think the hottest trend quite 
literally ... as in sexy ... for this 
summer is leg coverings to the knee 
and just over it - thigh high boots and 
knee-high socks. In 2010 we won’t be 



hiding socks and we will be wearing 
them with sandals, too." 

Now if you’re looking for a quick 
and easy project to keep the fingers 
nimble, try a skinny scarf. They’re all 
the rage. Use a lightweight fabric and 
match it with your ‘boyfriend jacket’ 
or blazer and you’ll be in the height 
of fashion. The good thing about the 
boyfriend blazer is that it is not age- 
specific. Blazers look just as great on 
a teen as they do on a woman in her 
‘post teens'. By the way, boyfriend 
Jackets don't have to look like one of 
your hubby’s wardrobe getups either; 
the ‘Queen of Knits’ Sonia Rykiel has 
created a very feminine blazer with 
floral blooms. Interestingly, Sonia Rykiel 
has incorporated nearly every trend 
going thrs season into her collections 
such as feminine floral designs, 
cropped pants and leopard printed 
tunics, nautical stripes and funky knee 
length coats. 



We asked Scarlet Hill who is a 
big fan of Sonia Rykiel's who her 
favourite knitwear designers were 
and who to look out for. “Definitely 
Pringle of Scotland and Sonia Rykiel 
for overseas designers." (http:// 
www.pringlescotland.com / http:// 
www.soniarykiel.com).

They create 
innovative knits that have next-to-skin 
softness on one hand and on the 
other hand they are technologically 
advanced. For example, Romance 



was Born incorporates complicated 
jacquard patterns into fully fashion 
knitwear." 

Speaking of tricky patterns, intarsia 
knitting has also become popular 
in the rag trade circles. For those 
not in the know, intarsia knitting, as 
described on www.knitting.about.com, 
'is the term used to identify a knitting 
project using blocks of colour where 
the yarn is not stranded or carried 
across the back of the work as is done 
in Fair Isle knitting, also known as 
stranded knitting. Intarsia is actually a 
term that comes from woodworking, 
where it refers to inlaying different 




colours of wood to make a pattern, 
design or picture'. 

When it comes to patterns, think again 
of Sonia Rykiel as she covered all bases 
with her floral, abstract, animal and 
tribal patterns. And if that doesn’t grab 
you then take to the seas with nautical 
stripes in red, white and bluel 

So how about colour? Well the 
Pantone Color Institute® has titled 
the season’s palette 'Splashes of 
Sunshine' to give you a hint. Their 
sunniest colour is 'Aurora' and it is 
described as ‘reminiscent of the first 
glimpse of yellow as the sun begins 
to rise over the horizon’. Other warm 
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colours in the palette include Fusion 
Coral and the rich red Tomato Puree. 
New York designer Nanette Lepore 
says of Pantone's Tuscany’ 'it brings 
childhood memories of country garden 
sunsets at a seaside summer home'. 
She uses similar colours for her 
collection which includes some really 
beautiful fine knit dresses and spring 
cardigans, (www.nanettelepore.com) 

Pantone's cooler colours include 
Turquoise, based on Pantone's colour 
of the year, and Amparo Blue which 
was chosen with the intension to 
evoke feelings of calm ocean waters 
and tranquil beach vacations - Mmmm 
. . . take me there. 

But what is really hot on the fashion 
palette is white and all its shades, as are 
neutral tones and nudes. Here's what 
the latest colour report from Spinexpo 
(an international trade show for fibres, 
yarn and knits) has to say: "We believe 
white to be the star colour of the 



season. White leads us to exaggerate 
the ranges or colours, to exaggerate 
anything natural, such as fibres and 
colours. White also exaggerates 
sophistication, artifice, the organic and 
technical aspects of all products as well 
as the blends of unusual materials." 
(www.spinexpo.com) 

Leatrice Eiseman, Executive 
Director of the Pantone Color 
Institute®, agrees. “Thoughtful, 
cautious neutrals provide a 
dependable backbone to the brights 
of spring." She also explains 
that, “Instead of re-inventing their 
wardrobe at the start of each 
season, consumers want pieces to 
complement what they already own. 
Pairing a bold colour with a basic 
piece or freshening up their look 
with bright accents addresses the 
need for practicality, as well as fun." 

So, that's it. Now let's review: 

If you pull up your socks over 



some lacy stockings, put on your 
sandals, then slip on your hubby's, 
I mean your boyfriend’s card! over 
an animal print tunic - you will be 
the most fashionable person on 
the street (unless you’re in Milan) 
and then if that doesn’t work for 
you, go nudel See? I told you this 
season is sexy.

K1 , pi rib for 6 rows. 

Change to 3.25mm needles. 

Stst until work measures 12 (14, 16, 

1 8) cm from beg, end with a WS row. 

Shape Underarms 

Cast of 2 sts beg next 2 rows. 

Dec 1 St each end next 2 (3, 4, 5) RS 
rows -45 (51, 55, 61) sts. 

Cont straight until work measures 1 7 
(20, 23, 26) cm from beg, end with a 
WS row. 

Shape Neck 

Next Row: RS - K1 5 (1 7, 1 9, 22) 
sts, turn, on these sts only. 

Cast off 2 (2, 2, 3) sts beg next 2 WS 
rows- 11 (13, 15, 16) sts. 

Cont straight until work measures 18 
(21 , 24, 27) cm from beg, end with a 
WS row. 

Place marker at armhole edge. 

Dec 1 St at neck edge every other row 
3 (3, 4, 4) times, then 1 st every row 
until all sts are used up. Fasten off. 

With RS facing, return to remaining sts, 
slip next 1 5 (1 7, 1 7, 1 7) sts to holder 
for centre back, rejoin yarn and k to end. 
P 1 row. 

Cast off 2 (2, 2, 3) sts beg next 2 RS 
rows - 11 (13, 15, 16) sts. 

Cont straight until work measures 1 8 
(21, 24, 27) cm from beg, end with a 
WS row. 
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Place marker at armhole edge. 

Dec 1 St at neck edge every other row 
3 (3, 4, 4) times, then 1 st every row 
until all sts are used up. Fasten off. 

FRONT 

Work as for back until front measures 
14 (17, 20, 23) cm from beg, end 
with a WS row. 

Shape Neck 

Next Row; RS - K1 7 (1 9, 21 , 24) 
sts, turn, on these sts only, 

Dec 1 st at neck edge next 6 (6, 6, 

8) rows - 11 (13, 15, 16) sts. 

Cont straight until work measures 1 8 
(21 , 24, 27) cm from beg, end with a 
WS row. 

Place marker at armhole edge. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge every other row 
3 (3, 4, 4) times, then 1 st every row 
until all sts are used up. Fasten off. 

With RSF, return to remaining sts, slip 
next 11 (1 3, 1 3, 1 3) sts to holder for 
centre front, rejoin yarn and k to end. 
Dec 1 st at neck edge next 6 (6, 6, 

8) rows - 11 (13, 15, 16) sts. 

Cont straight until work measures 1 8 



(21, 24, 27) cm from beg, end with a 
WS row. 

Place marker at armhole edge. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge every other row 
3 (3, 4, 4) times, then 1 st every row 
until all sts are used up. Fasten off. 

MAKING UP 

Block pieces to measurements. 

BACK NECK EDGING 

With RS facing of Back and 2.75mm 
needles, beg at right tip (fasten off 
st of right shoulder) pick up and k20 
(22, 24, 26) sts down to back neck, 
k the back neck 1 5 (1 7, 1 7, 1 7) sts, 
pick up and k20 (22, 24, 26) sts up 
neck and side to tip - 55 (61 , 65, 

69) sts. 

K1 , pi rib for 3 rows. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

FRONT NECK EDGING 

With RS facing of Front and 2.75mm 
needles, beg at left tip, pick up and 
k28 (30, 32, 34) sts down to front 
neck, k the front neck 11 (1 3, 1 3, 

1 3) sts, pick up and k28 (30, 32, 34) 



sts up neck and side to tip - 67 (73, 
77, 81) sts. 

K1, pi rib for 3 rows. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

With RS of back and front facing, place 
both pieces on flat surface overlapping 
shoulder tips at markers (back 
overlapping front); join neatly. 

ARMHOLE EDGING 

With RSF of garment and 2.75mm 
needles, beg at underarm edge, pick

t some point, each of 
/ // dreadful 

iy/^t realisation that a treasured 
jumper has ended up in 
the washing machine, or worse still, 
in the clothes dryer. The end result is 
always a much thicker jumper usually 
several sizes smaller! So rather than 
berate yourself for not being the 
ultimate laundry goddess - take a step 
back and remember that instead, the 
shrunken fuzzy jumper makes you a 
textile artist! 

Felting is considered to be one of 
the oldest textile forms, and there 
are many references to felt in ancient 
writings. Myths suggest that during the 
middle ages Saint Clement, who was 
to become the fourth bishop of Rome, 
was a wandering monk who discovered 
felting by accident. After stuffing his 
sandals with 'tow' (short flax or linen 
fibres) to make them more comfortable, 
he discovered that the combination of 
moisture from perspiration coupled with 
pressure from his feet matted the fibres 
together to produce a strong felted 
cloth. 

Since felt is not woven and does not 
require machinery such as a loom for 
its production, ancient man produced 
it relatively easily. Some of the earliest 
felt remains have been found in the 
frozen tombs of nomadic horsemen 
in the Siberian mountains and date to 
around 700 BC. These tribes made 
clothing, saddles and tents from felt 
because it was strong, flexible and 
resistant to harsh weather, but also 
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light so that it could be easily carried 
to their next encampment. The Romans 
and Greeks also used felted wool - 
soldiers wore breastplates, tunics and 
boots as protective wear in battle. 

Asian nomadic tribesmen such 
as Genghis Khan may also attribute 
some of their success to the mastery 
of felting - which allowed them to 
withstand and survive some of the 
most freezing weather conditions 
on earth; and certainly felted tents, 
blankets and clothing were a vast 
improvement on the animal hides 
that some opponents were using for 
protection. 

Even today, felt is still used in parts 
of the world with harsh climates to 



make tents or ‘yurts' in Mongolia, and 
rugs and blankets for nomadic tribes 
in South Central Asia, often with the 
same traditional methods of rolling the 
wool into large wet logs then dragging 
it behind a horse to jostle the fibres 
together. 

Felting can be described as the 
process of turning wool into a 
matted material where the fibres are 
interlocked and compressed to create 
a light, warm and largely wind and 
water resistant textile. While wool is 
the fibre most often used as the basic 
raw material, any protein fibre from 
an animal source can be used. These 
animal fibres (such as wool, mohair, 
alpaca, angora and cashmere) create 



varying felted effects depending on 
the characteristics of the raw fibre. 

A process called ‘fulling’ is 
sometimes confused with felting, 
although they involve essentially the 
same actions. Fulling is the process of 
fluffing up an already woven or knitted 
piece of woollen cloth and is different 
to felting which takes raw fleece and 
puts it through the same process 
without having any initial structure. 

Originally, ‘fullers’ were textile 
workers who created a felted fabric 
that would not unravel and could be 
cut or formed into other items. Fulling 
can be applied lightly to simply ‘fluff 
up’ a fabric so it ends up softer, 
warmer and fuzzier but still very 
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pliable; or the process can give a 
I dense tactile felted effed. Recycling 

I old jumpers and scarves with the wet 

felting/fulling method is an easy way 
I to create a unique textile. And it is 

good to remember that felting is an 
irreversible process. 

But how does this mysterious 
I process occur? Animal fibres have 

I tiny microscopic scales or shingles 

] of varying sizes along their surface 

! or ‘shaft’. When wool fibres are 

moistened, the inside of the shaft 
; swells - which causes the scales 

I to open up and lift away from the 

shaft. When the fibres are moved 
around, the rubbing action causes 
the scales to tangle and as they 
are also elastic each fibre stretches 
until the movement stops - then the 
scales spring back, eventually locking 
together. 

The fibre also reacts to other 
conditions such as pH and 
temperature. A pH above 8 and 
below 4 increases the scales’ 
movement - so adding soap with 
a pH of 8 further encourages the 
fibres to open, as well as lubricating 
the fibres which also speeds the 
process. High temperatures also 
help the scales to open and a rapid 
change in temperature from hot to 



cold is believed to affect the fibres 
causing the scales to shut more 
rapidly. ‘Superwash' wools have 
been chemically treated to prevent 
the scales opening by more or less 
glueing them in place, so that they are 
not suitable for felting. Experienced 
felters recommend at least a 50 per 
cent wool fibre for successful felting. 

So how to get started? There are 
two methods of producing felted 
effects - the traditional wet felting 
method, and dry felting which is 
sometimes called needle felting. Wet 
felting can be either done in a washing 
machine or by hand, and dry felting 
can be achieved by hand with a simple 
single needle or multiple pronged 
needle tool; or by machine with an 
embellishing machine. Each produces 
slightly different results depending on 
the raw materials used and the length 
of time the method is applied. 

Start experimenting with the 
machine wet felting technique by 
taking existing knitted or crocheted 
fabrics, such as old Jumpers and 
scarves, or by knitting a garment or 
accessory that you’d like see with a 
new texture. 

And just about anything that can 
be knitted from a pattern can be 
used as a starting point for felting. 




Generally, loosely knitted pieces work 
best although normal gauge knits can 
work well too, As with many knitting 
projects, it pays to initially make a 
gauge swatch and felt that first before 
beginning your project . . . especially 
if you are experimenting with yarn 
or stitch. And make sure to weave all 
ends into the piece as it will be quite 
difficult to do this after the felting 
process. 

The first step is to place all the 
knitted pieces into a pillow case or 
mesh laundry bag as this reduces 
the amount of lint left behind in 
the washing machine. When using 
recycled knits, first separate the pieces 
taking the fronts and backs away from 
the arms of the garment, and then 
continue felting. 

Set the water level to a low setting 
and choose a long and hot cycle 
with a cold rinse, adding a small 
amount of soap. Some felters also 
recommend adding a pair of jeans, 
sneakers or even tennis balls into the 
machine to increase the agitation. 
Results will vary depending on the 
level of motion in the machine, and 
for delicate knits a less felted effect 
may be more suitable. 

Once the cycle has finished it can 
be beneficial to ‘block’ or spread the 
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pieces to ensure that they are flat, 
and remove any creases from the 
spin cycle, Alternatively, the damp 
wool can be shaped onto a mould 
such as a kitchen mixing bowl (for 
a round shape) or stuffed with 
wadded paper to help it hold its 
form. Or the pieces can be cut into 
square or circular shapes as ‘beads’ 
for Jewellery; made into bags; or 
stitched together as cushions or 
patchwork blankets. 

Felt can also be made by using 
‘just the fibres’, from batts of wool 
fleece (raw wool that has not yet 
been spun into yarn) such as ‘wool 
tops’ which can be bought pre-dyed 
or raw so that they can be custom 
dyed. Some felters are now using 
'pre-felts' such as Feibi which are 
batts of wool which have been 
created through an industrial needle 
felting process. 



In this process, layers of fleece 
are layered in a cross-hatch pattern 
and rolled up into a sausage that is 
then either hand rolled or beaten to 
encourage the fibres to mesh. This 
method is generally considered to 
be more intricate, so attending a 
workshop to be guided through the 
technique is often recommended. 

Dimensional felted articles can be 
made with more detailed techniques 
such as Nuno, Shibori or layered 
methods. The results, however, 
can be amazing with a variety of 
textures, colours and forms possible 
from small pieces of jewellery to 
soft draping scarves and garments 
and even fully formed vessels with 
distinctive forms and shapes. 

Whatever the result though, 
whenever there is moisture and 
motion the result is felted textile 
artistry. ■

Row 1 7: * knit into front and back of 
St, k1 *, repeat from * to * to end of 
row (144 sts). 

Row 18: purl. 

Row 1 9: knit. 

Row 20: purl. 

For centre flower only: 

Cast off 1 St, transfer st to left 
needle, cast on 5 sts, cast off 7 sts, 
* transfer st to left needle, cast on 5 
sts, cast off 7 sts *. 

Repeat from * to * to end of row. 



Lily pads: 

Fold lily pads in half with right sides 
together. Stitch to form a circle. 

Using a large eyed sewing needle with 
1 strand of denim, thread yarn through 
edge stitches and gently pull up to form 
a circle (diameter approximately 1 3cm) . 
To sew lily pads together, place 6 lily 
pads on a flat surface, pin and join 
seams, alternating colours. 

Centre Lily Pad: 

Place 7th lily pad on top of the centre 
overlapping circle of lily pads. Pin well 
and with denim, stitch using a small 
tacking stitch. 

Outer flowers: 

Fold flowers into 4 and mark with a 
pin the quarter points. Fold lily pad 
into 4 and again mark with a pin the 
quarter points. Match pin to pin and 
using Pawpaw stitch flower to lily pad 
approximately 1 0cm in from edge of 
flower, on the right side using a small 
tacking stitch. Gently roll flower edges 
to add texture. 

Centre flower: 

Stitch as for outer flowers.

Row 2 and all other WS rows: - K 
the knit sts and p the purl sts, work 
sts as they appear, 

Rep these 2 rows for 7 (7, 8) cm, end 
with a WS row. 

Beg Main Pattern 

Work in Main patt B until piece 
measures approx 54 (57, 64) cm 
from beg, ensure to end with row 1 8 
of patt B. Count patt B repeats worked 
(and ensure to end with same amount 
of repeats as for Left Front), 

Place marker each end of last row. 

RIGHT BACK 

Work in Main patt B until same amount 
of repeats have been worked as for 
Right Front (and Left Back), making 
sure to end with row 1 8 of patt. 

Next Row: RS - PI , k3, p2; [k2, p2, 
k3, p2] 14 (19) times; k2, p2, k1. 
Next Row: - K the knit sts and p the 
purl sts, work sts as they appear. 

Rep these 2 rows for 7 (7, 8) cm, end 
with a WS row. 

Cast off loosely (ensure cast-off edge 
has same stretch as cast-on edge) in rib. 
With RSF, place marker at side seam 
edge 14 (16, 19) cm down from 



shoulder marker on Left Front and Left 
Baqk to denote pickup edge for sleeve. 
Place markers on Right Front and Back 

SLEEVES 

With RSF and 4mm needles, pick up 
and k33 (37, 43) sts from marker to 
shoulder and again 33 (37, 43) sts 
down to 2nd marker = 66 (74, 86) sts. 
Row 1: WS - P2; *k2, p2; rep from * 
to end. 

Row 2: K2; *p2, k2; rep from * to end. 
Rep last 2 rows for 9 (10, 1 3) cm. 
Change to 3.75mm needles. 

Cont in rib until sleeve measures 1 4 
(16, 16) cm from beg. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

Repeat for 2nd sleeve. 

MAKING UP 

Join backs from cast-off edge to 5cm 
below shoulder markers. 

With RSF, beg at Left Front lower 
front edge, work 1 row of backwards 
crochet up front to centre back neck 
and down Right Front to cast-on edge. 
Sew on clasps or make crochet flower. 

CROCHET FLOWER 

Using 3.5mm crochet hook, ch 1 7. 
Row 1 : RS - Dc 1 into 2nd ch from 
hook, *ch 1 , dc 1 into next ch; rep 
from * to end. 

Row 2: Ch 3, * into next 
space, dc 2 into next space; rep 
from * to end. 

Row 3: *Ch 3, dc into next space, ch 
3, slip St into same space as the dc 2, 
slip St 1 into next space; rep from *, 
end with ch 3, dc 2 into next space. 
Let it spiral up naturally, gather up 
firm and stitch together using a wool 
needle. Secure ends. 

Make separate chain lengths, one each 
of 1 3 ch, 1 5 ch and 20 ch; leave 
longer end for bead. 

Attach bead to one end of each length. 
Attach all 3 lengths to centre of flower. 
Attach flower to kilt pin.

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/ n the 1 980' Ruth and 
Matthew Benge were 
involved in the importation 
of over 1 200 alpacas and 
Llamas from Chile to New Zealand and 
from there moved into the production 
of alpaca yarns, As the yarn business 
grew, the sourcing of raw materials 
became an ongoing challenge. To 
make a quality yarn, you need quality 
fibres. The search for quality fleece in 
quantity took the Benges, with their 
son Jack, all around Australia for over 
3 years to establish lines of supply of 
alpaca and coloured wool. 

The most unique asset of alpaca 
is the natural colour range and Rare 
Yarns wanted to show this off to its 
best. The downside of this is that you 
need commercial quantities of every 



colour so with 9 basic colours 8 times 
more stock is needed than if using 
just white and dying. The dark fleeces 
are of special interest because the 
amount of dye required colour a white 
fibre dark stiffens it, resulting in some 
loss of" softness” or “handle”. Rare 
Yarns also add a small % of merino 
as alpaca has no elasticity and little 
loft and adding this enhances the 
performance of the yarns. 

Fleece is now shipped from 
Australia to New Zealand for 
processing. The creation of the fancy 
yarns, boucle’s and brushed, is a 
specialised field with few mills capable 
of this type of production. The search 
for the best processing has its own 
challengers. 

The Benges make a range of undyed 
yarns for the “natural" market and a 
dyed range of unusual muted colours. 
To compliment the yarns is a range 
of simple, fashionable and flattering 
patterns, Rare Yarns patterns are 
designed to take advantage of the 
subtle effects of the natural fibres and 
show off the “heathered “ effect of 
the dyed range. 

The range of nearly 1 00 yarns plus 
patterns makes it a very saleable/ 
marketable product. 

Rare Yarns have a signature shop 
“Cruellas" in Richmond, Nelson plus 
shops throughout New Zealand and 
Australia . As the supply of fleece has 
grown tbe Benges have expanded their 
markets into England and Germany.

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“A word about” 

If you are new to knitting you are mosf likely struggling with 
the new language you have had to learn to read to follow 
a knitting pattern as well as the new stitches to make your 
garment so here are a couple of helpful items: 

Reading patterns. The smallest size is always listed first 
and following sizes usually are placed in you will find 
it much easier to follow the pattern if you mark the pattern 
with a pen or pencil circling the size you are using. 

Tension. A tension square is always recommended 
unless you are very sure of you knitting style. This 
will ensure you get what you wanted for all your 
effort. To make a tension square follow the directions 
on each pattern. 

As an example 22 stitches by 29 rows over stocking st. = 
10cm. would mean .... 



Cast oh 22 stitches, knit first row, purl second row, continue 
in stocking stitch until 29 rows have been completed. Cast 
off. Measure the square. If your square is not 1 0cm your 
tension is not as for the pattern, if tension is to loose use a 
half to one size smaller knitting needles and if tension is to 
tight use half to one size larger needles. 

Remember that if your tension is not correct, dimensions 
and yarn usage will all be significantly effected. 

Yarns. Please note to use the specified wool other yarns 
are likely to produce different results. 

Sewing up your garment. Use a large eye needle such 
as a darning needle, or a long teddy bear needle and the 
yarn from the garment. Back stitch is the most commonly 
used stitch for sewing up garments, and is as its name 
suggest is a straight stitch progressively moving backwards 
and forwards over a line for strength. 



CAST ON 




Cast on. Create a slip knot on yarn and place on left 
(holding) needle. Using right (working) needle place 
between slip knot and pass yarn around needle and 
form a loop pulling this loop though with working 
needle and place on holding needle. This will place 2 
stitches now on left holding needle. Repeat using stitch 
just created to form next stitch. 



CASTOFF 




Cast off. Knit two stitches Pick up the first stitch 
knitted and lift over second stitch knitted and off 
working needle between the needles. 



KNIT 




Knit: K. Push the needle through the middle of the first 
stitch, pass the yarn around under the left and over to 
the right. Pull the loop though with the working needle. 
Slip the stitch off holding needle. 



PURL 




Purl: P. Holding yarn at the front push the needle 
through the first stitch. Pass the yarn around under 
the needle and back to form a loop. Pull the loop 
through, slipping the stitch off the holding needle 
and onto the working needle. 
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CHAIN 

Chain: ch. To start make a slip knot on 
hook. Pass the yarn over and draw it 
through the slip knot loop, continue passing 
yarn over and drawing through hook, 



SLIP STITCH 

Slip stitch: sl s. Insert the hook in 
stitch pass the yarn over and draw loop 
through stitch. 



DOUBLE CROCHET 




Double crochet: dc. - known in US as single crochet or sa single crochet 
Insert the hook in stitch pass yarn over and pull a loop through, pass the 
yarn over the hook and draw through both loops on the hook. 



TREBLE CROCHET 




Treble crochet: tr. - known in US as double crochet 
Pass yarn over hook, insert hook into top two loops of stitch. Pass yarn 
over hook and pull a loop through stitch, (3 loops on hook) pass the yarn 
over hook and draw through the first 2 loops on hook, pass yarn over 
hook and again draw it through remaining 2 loops. 



HALF TREBLE CROCHET 




Half treble crochet: htr. - known in US as half double crochet 
Pass yarn over hook, insert hook into top two loops of stitch, the same as 
in treble crochet pass yarn over and pull a loop through stitch, creating 3 
loop on hook, pass yarn over hook and draw through all loops on the hook.
